The East German Foreif^n I'inistiy is making a careful check of the ’Test Ger- 
man press and noting all statements, both favorable and unfavorable, concern- 
inft Minister President Otto Grotewohl 1 s letter to Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
of the Bonn government, sent at the end of November and proposing a consti- 
tutional convention for the unification of Germany. It is understood that

tween Dertinger* s plan and a letter written on 2 December by Karl Tilhelm 
Gerst, ADI T rerorfeer in Bonn, to Heins Fried of the Berlin headquarters of 
the (eastern) CDtL Gerst wrote as follows* "If the ratter we discussed with 
our friend is not accomplished by the first of January, then it will be high 
time to carry out what we agreed. You will no doubt have to needle D. and 
G.G.**, since the agreed conversation in Hil&esheim must take place as soon 
as possible. I need two or three days 9 warning in order to bring my friends 
along. 19 Fried informed Dertinger of this letter on 8 December.
